Ho judges them to have been a 
heavy, sedontary, people living in 
villages surrounded by .moats and 
palisndes, . Ona of these villages 
was encircled by a wall 8,200ft. by 
2,600ft. and 7ft. high. 

Around the courts of the destroy. 
ed houses aro numerous stall pyra- 
mids and quantises of fine tnpod 
pottery with plastic ornaments re- 
presenting jaguars, crocodiles, ser- 
pents, and crouching monkeys. 

BURIED RY FORESTS. 

In other towns ho found stone 
columns inscribed ‘vith grotesque 
faces and altars consisting of three- 
legged stono tnbles similar. to the 
corn-grinding’ stonea*” used in 
Mexico. Many of these were car- 
ved from a single block of bard 
volcanic rock weighing from 5 to 10 
tons. They indicate tho existence 
of a people of corn. worshippers. 

Tho ancient cities found by Dr. 
Spinden were brought to light by’ 
cutting down tho dense tropical 
foreyts covering them for centuries 
in regions where railways aro being 
constructed or banana’ plantations 
laid out. .
